face 2-week deadline-- need help 


Student body constitutional revisions 
and reorganization must be enacted now. 
There is a tentative two week deadline 
for proposals. After Thanksgiving, some- 
thing mlust be submitted to the adminis- 
tration for approval. 

The existing structure, as it stands, 
will fall inevitably, regardless of any de- 
cision to replace or abolish it. 

In two years, student book store ob- 
ligations and profits, which have been 
the mainstay of the ASB budget and ac- 
tivity, will be completed. Hartnell Col- 
lege would exist without student govern- 
ment or representation. The administra- 
tion could easily supply sufficient activ- 
ities to satisfy and control the general 
population. There are situations, though, 
which could arise where students would 
want and need a voice in decisions, 
power to create activity and a working 
method of recourse where action is taken 
detrimental to student welfare. 


Causes of failure 
General attitudes of the entire pop- 
ulation have been attributed to be the 
cause of governmental failure. Students 
at Hartnell want to be entertained and 
expect the government to provide. The 
elected officers were placed by no more 
than 50 voters. ASB cardholders, those 
allowed to participate in government, 
represent about one-sixth of enrollment. 
Because of student disinterest and lack 
of participation, the ASB advisor has 
had relatively too many duties and de- 
cisions. 
Officers graded 
This year, the ASB Commission was 


organized as a credited course. Officers 
are graded by the ASB president and the 
advisor. More participation was the 
goal. As a result, alienation from the 
student body has caused major break- 
downs. It appears that some officers are 
participating for personal glory and show 
on transcripts. Those officers who do 
care are carrying too heavy a load. They 
also have to survive in the outside world 
and cannot continue running student 
affairs alone. 
Meetings hindered by trivia 

Typical Commission meetings are con- 
cerned with money allocations and an- 
nouncements. 

This week, with a minimum quorum, 
between naps and copying homework, 
another resignation was “reluctantly” ac- 
cepted, a recommendation for better 
bathroom facilities for handicapped stu- 
dents was rubber stamped, an announce- 
ment was made that Homecoming plans 
have fallen through — the queens, “who- 
ever they are,” will walk onto the field 
and there will be a dance. Tutorial pro- 
gram progress was bypassed because of 
time, Pass/Fail System proposals were 
tabled for further investigation by a 
committee which doesn’t exist and sug- 
gestions for known entertainers which are 
not billed as “rock and roll” were re- 
quested. 

Constitutional revision discussion, not 
on the agenda, was postponed till next 
week due to time. The advisor, in con- 


clusion, chided the group for its disin- 
terest and short-sightedness.

William, who has lived here for the 
past 30 years working as a general con- 
tractor and who built his own home only 
to have to sell it because of illness, now 
resides in the Skyline Convalescent Hos- 
pital. 

He graduated from M. I. T. Engineer- 
ing School and became an x-ray tech- 
nician which only landed him a struggle 
with a case of leukemia; this started 10 
years ago. William has worked in the 
shipyards of San Francisco during the 
second World War as an engineer, started 
the East Bay Mineral Society, and, when 
the war was .over, came to Salinas to

Maharishi’s transcendental meditation: 
physiological change of consciousness 


The Students’ International Meditation 
society is not a group of free floating 
spiritualists who hold special services on 
Halloween night, nor is it a scientifically 
calculated method of measuring delta 
brain waves. 

It is an interested group of young 
people, actively engaging in the science 
of creative intelligence. 

What is the science of creative intelli- 
gence? Karen Harris, instructor for the 
group, Says it is a “unique” form of med- 
itation, where the subect points himself 
in an inward direction and eventually ar- 
rives at the very source of the thought 
process. When asked how deep a person 
goes Karen said “deeper than the deep- 
est of deeps. You go beyond thinking 
to the field of pure consciousness.” 

The science of creative intelligence 
originated in India and was developed 
by Maharishi Mahesh Yogi. 

It was brought to the West in 1958. 
SIMS (Students International Medita- 
tion Society) is now found at most col- 
leges throughout the United States. 

This form of meditation “is not an 
exercise,” according to Ms. Harris. She 
says “‘it is a technique for activity. With 
activity comes achievement, with achieve- 
ment comes fulfillment, with fulfillment 
comes happiness.” 

In transcendental meditation a degree 
of relaxation unexperienced with any 
other form of rest is achieved. T. M. 
has been shown by university researchers 
to cause definite psysiological changes in 
the subjects being studied. These changes 
were not encountered in measurements 
taken on subjects under any other form 
of meditation. 

The technique is taught by an instruc- 


tor who has been educated by Maharishi 
Mahesh Yogi. There’ are four days of 
classes, each one essential in order to 
learn the technique properly. A person 
must meet three requirements before tak- 
ing the course. They are: 1) he must 
be able to take all four days of instruc- 
tion; 2) he must have a course pay- 
ment of $75 if he is an adult, $45 if he 
is a college student and $35 in high 
school, and 3) 15 days priod to instruc- 
tion he must avoid taking any non-pre- 
scription drugs. 

Sims is a non-profit organization and 
the fees are to cover costs only. 


Hartnell’s branch of SIMS is open 
only to those students who currently 
practice T.M. The club is planning a 
display for World Plan Week, an inter- 
national array of activity to help dis- 
tribte knowledge of T.M. The dates are 
Nov. 11-17.

There will al- 
so be a lecture for all students next Tues- 
day in room 18 at 11 a.m.

Neil Young jf Live L-chex Barnard review 


TIME FADES AWAY (Reprise) has 
again demonstrated Neil Young’s com- 
posing consistency and doesn’t leave you 
wondering why he is the No. One West- 
ern Rock artist in the country. 


Although I’ve heard many people put 
him down for his effeminately nasaled 
voice, this album may just make those 
same critics take a long second look at 
his unique style. 

I won’t go into any great detail about 
lyrics, harmony, or how you hate to turn 
it off, but to reiterate an old cliche, this 
album gets better every time you listen to 
it. 

Side One gets it off with “Times Fades 
Away,” the title cut about junkies and 
Young’s early life :in Canada. 


still famous (Rolling Stones, Bob Dylan, 
Sonny and Cher); others lost but are still 
remembered (Herman‘s Hermits, Fred- 
die and the Dreamers, Gary Lewis and 
the Playboys). 

A lot of unforgettable things took place 
then. Hullabaloo, Where the Action Is, 
and Shindig were some of the TV shows 
popular at that time. Kids everywhere 
danced the twist, jerk and swim. Jeans 
were worn skin tight, shirts about five 
sizes too big. 

Transistor radios, 45 rpm records, Paul 
Revere hats, motorcycle gangs, slot cars, 
love beads, Elvis movies, go-go boots, 
ratted hair styles, “short” skirts, sting- 
ray bicycles, etc. were all part of every, 
day. ‘Neat,’ ‘cool,’ and ‘tuff,’ were the 
‘in’ expressions. People were really sar- 
castic and tried to ‘cut low’ everyone. 

These things and many more are 
brought to mind when we think back a 
few years. “Something touched me deep 
inside the day the music died,” sings 
Don McClean. The Carpenter’s song, 
“Yesterday Once More,” describes the 
feelings of nostalgia we often get. 

American Graffiti, a movie based on 
life in the late 50’s and 60’s is extremely 
popular with young people. 

Why do we continue “Living in the 
Past?” Comparing the “good old days” 
with today makes life seem boring now. 
But is it really dull or will we be say- 
ing in 10 years, “Remember . . .”’ about 
something that seems every-day to us 
now? 


Fourteen junkies too weak to work, 

One sells diamonds for what they’re 
worth. 

Down on Pain Street, disappointment 
lurks, 

Son don’t be home too late 

Try to get back by eight. 

Son don’t wait ’till the break of day, 

‘Cause you know how Time Fades 
Away.” 


The first side continues with “Journey 
Thru the Past,” ““Yonder Stands the 
Sinner, L.A.” (A beautiful song that 
really hits home), and concludes with 
“Love in Mind.” (One for the ladies). 


The second half begins with “Don’t 
Be Denied,’ which just might make 
“Down by the River” move over. as his 
most popular song. 

This one tells more about what Neil 
Young really feels than any of his pre- 
vious songs. To quote him at Winter- 
land'in March of this year, ‘This song 
may not be where it’s at now, but it was 
where it was at for me when I wrote it.” 

He then follows up with a soft flowing 
ballad-type rendition called “The Bridge.” 
For those of you who think Neil Young’s 
voice does not exist, hear this one out 
on a half decent stereo and then decide. 

The album finishes rather memorably 
to a tune called, “Last Dance.” You'll 
be looking for Dad’s old combat boots 
cause this one is foot stompin’ at. its 
finest. This song had me and 7,000 
people at Winterland screaming for more. 

Again TIME FADES AWAY is pure 
back to the roots Neil Young. His own 
lyrics say it best: “Don’t Be Denied.”
